FORTS AT LIEGE NOW 


GERMAN STRONGHOLD 


Belgian Forts Captured by Germans 


Re-Constructed With Modern 


Artillery. 


(Correspondence of The A. P.) 


Amsterdam, Dec. 1.—No 
better 


^lustration can be given of the far- 
sightedness and thoroughness of the 
German military machine than the 
elaborate 
re-building operations 
in 


course of completion at Liege. In the 
comparatively short 
time 
since its 
forts were wrecked by the invader's 
artillery, Liege has- been rebuilt into 
a model German fortress, and is to 
be used as an object lesson for 
students' 
in 
the 
German military 
schools. 
It is built as though the 
Germans expect to stay. 


All the Belgian forts have been re- 
paired, with a single exception; much 
of the old artillery has been replaced 
with Krupp fortress 
cannon of the 


latest type, and even the landscape 
has been remodeled with a view to 
defense. All the 
newest ideas of 


German and Austrian military experts 
have been embodied in the placing of 
ordnance, in the erection of ramparts, 
in trenches, observation places, high- 
way mines, secondary batteries, and 
block houses. 


There is an intricate system of con- 
necting works between the -various 
mam points of the outlying defenses. 
Great attention has been paitl to the 
use of villages and forests for con- 
cealing fortifications. 
The trenches 
are flat with the ground so as to be 
visible only from above, and are pro- 
tected with concealed barbwire en- 
tangloments. The trenches are drain- 
ed and partially covered for protec- 
tion a.gainst rain and snow, while the 
width 
is ample 
enough to allow 
carriage of stores and ammunition 
without interfering with the troops 
A considerable part of the- hard 
labor 
involved 
in 
completing 
the 
trenches is done with a "military 
trench digger," which cuts a furrow 
about three feet wide and three feet 
deep. 


Most of the old Belgian forts have 


been entirely remodeled; some have 
been raised, some 
lowered, with a 


view to greater efficiency of shell flre 
or to increasing the sweep of coun- 
try which their guns can command.

are 
several 
false 
batteries 
cleverly constructed to attract aero- 
plane or cavalry attack. 
The town is dull and quiet. 
All

giving municipalities the 


right to limit by majority votes the 
number of licenses and a clause will

MAKE CHANGES FEW 


FOR LOCAL DEALER 


Missapprehension Felt Here Because 


Merchants do Not Yet Under- 


stand Workings of 


New Plan. 
' 


There is considerable missappre- 


hension in Janesvills concerning the 
workings of the new federal reserve 
bank plan in the opinion of those that 
are in position 10 know. 


This case locally has arisen from 
the fact that real estate dealers and 
men in other business lines who 
handle a great amount of commercial 
papers are under the belief that with 
the new act they may take all their 
notes to the banks 
here 
and have 


them discounted immediately.- 
It is 
held, however, that under the new 
plan, commercial papers will be sub- 
ject to as close a scrutiny as It has 
been in the past. 


Tha.new law. is an extension, of. tb.e. 
former or present tanking system 
rather than a radical change of exist- 
ing methods. Banks in the past have 
taken notes and loaned money so re- 
ceived, retaining on hand enough cash 
to meet the usual demand made on 
them for the return of deposists. 
They have been clearing houses for 
practically all the financial trans- 
actions of the community in which 
they happened to be located. 


On occasions different communities 
have on hand more money than is 
actually needed while in other places 
there is a shortage. Through divers 
channels monies were deposited in 
reserve banks in- larger 
cities . and 


loaned to smaller banks where a 
shortage of money to meet legitimate 
demands was present. 
The trouble 
here however, was that .when the 
reserve banks rat short the smaller 
banks were paralyzed. 


To do away with the possibility of 
this .condition the federal 
reserve 
banks were established. 
There 
are 
twelve banks in this country in Bos- 
ton, 
New York, Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land, Richmond, Va., Atlanta, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis. Minneapolis, Kansas 
City, Mo., Dallas, Texas, and San 
Francisco. 
These banks accept de- 
posits from smaller banks who are 
members of the federal reserve plan 
but not from the public itself. Each 
of the federal banks is under the con- 
trol of a board of nine directors, six 
chosen by the banks who are mem- 
bers 
of that district and three ap- 


pointed by the Federal Reserve Board 
at Washington. Each National Bank 
is required to. become a member of 
the 
federal 
reserve 
plan. 
Other 
banks may elect to come under the 
same provisions that control national 
banks. 


Each federal reserve bank Is requir- 
ed to have a capital stoclt of no less 
than $4,000,000. Part or all of this 
may be subscribed by banks who are 
members of the plan. A federal re- 
serve bank may pay dividends of six 
per cent, but no more. The balance 
of the bank's earning must go, half 
to the government and half to a sur- 
plus fund to guard against panic. 
When this surplus fund reaches forty 
per cent, of the 
bank's 
capital it 
ceases automatically and all profits in 
excess of six per cent, go to 
the 
government as a tax. 
It can be seen that in this manner 


of 
operation 
the 
possibility of a 


money shortage is very remote. This 
is the purpose of the federal bankG. 


A new power is also granted the 
federal reserve banks. They can ac- 
cept from their member banks for re- 
discount, all sorts of legitimate com- 
mercial paper and against these they 
can issue their own bank notes, -which 
circulate the same as all bank notes. 
Many of these new bank notes are in 
circulation in Janesville, each of the 
two banks utader the system receiv- 
ing a supply some time ago. 
This new power, Janesville bankers 
say, is of immense benefit. It is this- 
provision which assures the certainty 
of elastic currency here the year 
around. 
The first deposit of the two local 


hanks covered the stock in the federal 
bank purchased by each of the mem- 
bers. This stock 
was- 
apportioned 


among the banks who are members 
of the federal reserve 
plan. 
This 
represents one per cent, of the capital 
stock and surplus of each bank.' 


The bank in Janesville must hold 
and maintain a reserve equal to 
twelve per cent of the- aggregate 
amount of its demand deposits- and 
five per cent, of its time deposits. 
Five-twelfths of this must be held In 
the vaults or the local banks. Two- 
twelfths must be deposited in 'the 
federal reserve bank-and the remain- 
der may be deposited in national 
banks In centrally, located cities or 
.used to carry-on the business of the 
.hank in the manner the: officers see 
fit. 
As the amount of the demand 
and time deposits in the three federal 
reserve banks here fluctuates, their 
deposits in the federal.bank in-Chi 
cago will also vary at 
dlffexerV 
times.

Reducation In No. of Files Low- 


ers Disease Rate.

S. Platt, superintendent of the Bureau 
of public Health and Hygiene of the 
New York Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor, declared 
that vigorous protection against the 
fly had been proved a factor - In re- 
djucmg sicknens among New York's 
tenement'babies;- --- 
:- -

The general cleanup of a neighbor- 
hood, accompanied by a reduction in 
the number of flies, he said, resulted 
in one third as much communicable, 
disease as occurred 
In a dirty, iii- 
sanitary, fly-prevalent district. But 
to determine how great a factor was 
the fly alone in communicating dis- 
ease, an 
intensive campaign 
was 


carried out In 1200 tenement homes. 
Twelve nurses and three supervisors 
visited 
each home every five days 
Every effort was made to protect the 
infants from flies. Over a thousand 
yards of netting were distributed free 
of cost, and 'fly killing was also under- 
taken 
systematically. 
The 
results 
were definitely indicative of less sick- 
ness, but general cleanliness seemed 
to be ore important than simply pro- 
tecting the infant from flies 


Over three times as much diarrhea 
occurred 
in the 
poorly 
protected, 


dirty homes, as In the well-protected 
clean ones, he found.

criticised by Dr. Charles F. Chapin 
superintendent of Health of Provi- 
dence, R. I., in an address before the 
American Public Health Association 
today. 


" "For the sake of those who come 
after, stop filling your columns- with 
tommy-tot, hot air and dope," he said. 
'Do not be always seeking novelty. 
Most that ts new is bad. There are 
plenty of old truths which all of our 
100.000,000 people have not yet learn- 
ed." 


Among the fallacies being spread to 
the detriment of real public health 
work. Dr. Chapin cited what he called 
the "old heresy about the all-import- 
ance of dirt in the causation of dis- 
ease." He said that it is doubtless 
true that whatever encourages cleanli- 
ness tends to discourage the habits 
which favor infection, but he believed 
that "to flght all kinds of dlrth instead 
of limiting attacks to dangerous dirt 
is misleading and futile." 


Dr. 
Cbapin 
especially 
criticised 
much of the publicity on the relation 
of air to disease. He stated that the 
old theory of exhaled poisons had 
been demolished; that germs rarely 
floated in the air; that we are still in 
profound .Ignorance as to the relation 
of humidity to disease; that most of 
the supposed effects of foul, unventl- 
Iftted rooms have been shown to be 
due to temperature and odors. 


"Food adulteration, except In a- few 
Instances," he said, "is an economic, 
not a health problem. As to partially 
decayed foods we know nothing about 
their relation to health. 
The clean 


handling of foods Is most desirable 
from a sanitary standpoint but real 
cleanliness is most difficult of attain- 
ment. Much that appears is careless- 
ly written and the emphasis Is placed 
on the 
wrong thing, as when duet 
absorbs all the attention and nothing 
is said about dirty hands."

WEATHER''REPORTS ARE 
BARRED IN PAPERS BY 
FRENCH GOVERNMENT... 


(Correspondence of The A. P.) 
The Hague, Dec. 1.—It is because 
the German Zeppelin aircraft seldom, 
if ever, undertake extensive opera- 
tions unless favorable weather condi- 
tions are promised, that the French, 
military 
authorities 
issued 
their 
recent order forbidding 
the publi- 
cation of weather 
forecasts. Abbe 


Moreux, director 
of 
the 
Weather 
Bureau, has explained how the cut- 
ting off of these reports will affect 
German calculations. He says that 
the order is no mere 
whim of the. 
French sensor, but is designed to bear 
vitality upon the much-feared Zeppe- 
lin raid on England. 


"It is clear," the Abbe states, "that 
the desperate efforts of the Germans 
to reach the French coast between 
Dunkirk and Calais are prompted by 
their intention to attack, England 
with Zeppelins. A dirigible balloon 
from Antwerp could go the distance 
of 320 kilometers (about 180 miles) to 
London, bombard the city and return 
to its base in less than ten hours. 
Such a trip, however, would have to 
be made under very favorable weather- 
conditions." 


Abbe Moreux explains that in order 
to work out their weather predictions 
the Germans would require about 
sixty reports, which in normal times 
appear at a certain hour in the 
principal European cities. The moit 
important weather stations are alone 
the channel coasts, so that if France 
and England send 
no reports the

Women jurors might help, for the cer-

"The per cent of women criminals 
is much lower than that of the other 
sex, except in one branch of crime— 
shoplifting. 
There arc a large num- 
ber of women and girls in the city of 
Janesville who ought not to travel. 
Cases come into courts of women of 
women of good 
influence in smaller 
towns who are caught rhoplifting in 
Chicago. 
"The habitual criminal in the mak- 
ing means one that adopts crime as a 
career. 
His making is true to the 
law that 'We make habits and then 
habits make us.' Make associates and 
our associates make 
us. 
In nearly 
every case the habitual criminal lacks 
power in the world. What the child 
of tomorrow .is depends on what his 
parents are today. The vast number 
of juvenile cases in Chicago have been 
traced directly to the lack of home 
training or negligent parents. 
"Where do tho criminals come from? 
The great majority of those who go 
down in the underworld of any big 
city are not natives, not reared in 
that city, but those who come from 
surrounding country cities 
and vil- 
lages. The problem of boys and girls 
coming to the. big cities is one of the 
mightiest questions of today to solve. 
A great army of young people are 
moving yearly to the big cities, where 
they meet the severest trial and more 
often utter failuure. 
The big city is 
a school for crime. Vice has a recep- 
tion committee to meet every girl who 
goes to the big city for employment, 
and virtue awaits outside to be intro- 
duced. 
At every railroad station in 
Chicago, vice is friendly. A young 
person seeking work in Chicago se- 
lects the downtown district to work 
and reside. Making his or her abode 
in this district is a fatal mistake.

With all Europe on the very edge 


of a crater that is vomiting forth shot 
and shell, with millions of armed men 
inarching and fighting as never man 
marched 
and fought before. 
With 


meager, reports, contradictory in the 
extreme of the various battles, of the 
sea fights, of the sinking of vessels, 
of contos-s in tha air and even in the 
bowels of the earth, is it any wonder 
that the general public wonders and 
questions the why's and wherefores 
of it all? 


According to the Wall Street Jour- 


nal it "does not require a great psy- 
chologist, as, for instance. Professor 
Jiluensterberg, to tell thoughtful peo- 
ple that the basis of hatred, its active 
principle, is fear." 


Students of the news who look a 


little deeper than the word, must have 
noticed in the past few weeks, in com- 
munications from Germany, the un- 
mistakable note of fear. All the old 
cocksureness is gone. The possibility 
of a beating is now recognized. 


From an interview by the head of 


the 
National Bank of Germany 


Privy Councillor Witting—the follow- 
ing significant words are taken: 


"For the French there is no feeling 


in Germany except pity and regret. 
We must figlit them, of course, but 
we have no reeling against France. 
She was forced into it. 
The feeling I 


against 
Russia is 
subsiding, 'but' 


against England there 
is growing 


among low and high the most fanati- 
cal hatred and contempt that one na- 
tion ever had toward another." 


Rabid as this is, it is by no means 


the most rabid utterance in an inter- 
view which should never have been 
given by a responsible official in a 
state of panic. Placed beside the ad- 
vances to. the French and the Rus- 
sians by the German press, this sort 
of thing points strongly in the direc- 
tion of peace in_the immediate future. 


The appeal .td'France, and especial- 


ly the offer of liberal terms, even to 
the surrender of Alsace and Lorraine, 
to induce her to break her pledge, 
even as Germany broke her word in 
the matter of Belgium, is also, highly 
significant. 
When Privy Councillor 


Witting says, a dozen times in the 
same interview, that Germany can 
fight three years, he 
protests too 


much. 
The nation which can fight, 


not three, but thirty years, does not 
need to say so. 


Nothing could do more for the prog- 


ress of the world (provided it were 
accompanied by an 
agreement 
to 


abandon competitive armaments) than 
a peace on the basis of greater Ger- 
many realizing fully -what the world 
thinks, of Prussia. 
The news 
indi- 


cates that this resnlt is not far away. 
Germany may have a. desperate and 
humiliating experience. But she can 
make it a profitable one if she likes. 
She has not helped the situation by 
dragging Turkey into the war without 
even a declaration of hostilities. Sue 
will not help the terms for herself by 
the wilful destruction of factorits and 
mines in France and Belgium which, 
if she believed she would ultimately 
win, would have helped to pay indem- 
nity. 


The Journal closes by saying: 
"Rabid hatred of England is appar- 


ently not reciprocated. 
The British 


rather like the 
Germans. 
Captain 


Muller of the 'Emden' -would be the 
most popular man in Great Britain if 
he went there now. The British 
would treat him as we treated Ad- 
miral Cervera. They admire- a brave 
man, even as we do. But these ran- 
corous mouth-fighters are the greatest 
enemies to their* own cause." •

Effort to Stamp Out 


Disease. 


Three new cases of the loot and 
mouth disease have been found in the 
region east of this 
city, 
commonly 
known" as Rock Prairie. Federal in- 
spectors are now busy at the farms of 
F. H. Arnold, W. B. Austin and J. E. 
Mansur, where they are preparing to 
exterminate all cattle, sheep and hogs 
after the usual method ' employed in 
the other instances 
where infection 
has been found among cattle. 
All the three farms are located near 
the Parr farm-and-the George Austin 
place, where the process of extermina- 
tion was completed a short time ago. 
It is thought probable that.the prox- 
imity of the farms where, the latest 
cases have been found to the farms 
where the original infection was dis- 
covered, is responsible for. the spread 
as none of-the stock on the Austin, 
Mansur or Arnold places was shipped 
from Chicago. 


The inspectors ' were 'busy today 
getting ready to slaughter the stock 
on the three farms. It is probable that 
the Arnold stock will be disposed of 
first and the stock on the other places 
as soon as possible thereafter. 
All 
three farms are 
well 
stocked with 
high grade cattle, sheep and hogs, and 
the loss will be a heavy one. 
The inspectors were called to the 
Mansur farm on Friday of last week. 
They pronounced the cattle, of which 
there is a. herd of 
thirty-two, free 
from infection, but suspicious symp- 
toms developed later and they were 
again called last Sunday, when Mr. 
Mansur's suspicions were 
confirmed. 
At the same time the stock on the 
Arnold and Austin farms were found 
to be diseased.

FLIGHT OF BELGIANS 


SHOWS NEED OF AID 


(Continued' from page two) 


On Board the "Salvador," Dec. 1.— 
This is literally, a ship load of misery. 
We have on board 2,000 Belgian wo- 
men and babies, with a sprinklng ot 
old men and boys bound for L».Palice 
wnere the French government is pre- 
paring to take care of them. 
..All about me, on the rusty deck of 
this huge. iron-tramp steamer, are the 
war s 'outcasts. Each is carrying a 
small bundle none much bigger than 
might contain a large pocket hanker- 
pbief. The "Salvador,'^ at anchor In 
the Calais harbor sits alarmingly ap- 
parently not,-drawing 
more than a 
foot. 
' 


If we ever get to sea and a blow 
conies up we'll turn turtle as sure as 
rate and I don't think many on board 
would care. There isn't an ounce of 
freight aboard and no ballast; but up, 
up the steep and very lofty ladder, 
from dock to deck, a stream of poor 
refugees is pouring. 
Far below, as I look over the rail- 
Ing,, a eliagy looking mob Is waiting, 
each member of it with;, paper, in 
hand, proving the holder to be Belgian 
and therefore entitled to .embark on 
this rusty old high-out-of-the-water 
tramp. 
.Back.-of-me Is a Belgian family: 
Mother, two babies, grandfather and 
grandmother. They have walked from 
.Antwerp to Calais. The two babies 
are in hamper filled with old clothes. 
The old folks have taken turns at 
the two ends of the stick on which 
Ujey had hung the basket holding the 
babies. They looked dazed, hungry, 
very.tired; no doubt-they are all that 
and more. 
The children have the 
same pinched look I have seen In 
thousands of babies' faces in their 
fix, a look one simply can not get used 
to see without feeling a tightening 
sensation around the heart. 
Seated on the hatch back of this 
family is a row of people. 
1 think 
they are strangers to each other, but 
as even members of the same family 
are too stricken by the calamity to 
converse among themselves, one can 
not be sure. 


One is a bareheaded woman, per- 
haps not more than 22. Better dress- 
ed and "gotten tip" some, one would 
says she was pretty. Now she sat 
staring out over the railing at the 
roof of the warehouse a hundred feet 
away. Her hands are open lying 
loosely in her lap. 


Next to her is an old man, perhaps 


65, 
with 
very 
scrubby, 
grayish 
whiskers. He, too. is staring at the 
warehouse roof. On his knees Is a 
bundle, done u>p in a striped material 
Perhaps it might have been a pillow 
slip or part of one at some former 
time. Now it holds a chisel, a claw- 
hammer, a key-hole saw and a cake 
of wax plus .other things. 
An old 
cabinet-maker probably exiled by the 
war. His arms are about the bundle- 
unconsciously he grips the thing as 
though it were some treasure which 
he can not affilord to lose. 


Befuddled by the misery they have 
gone through, ..fatigued by their long 
tramp afoot; their resistance weaken- 
ed by the remorseless on-rush of the 
war against which it had been use- 
less to 
fight, these poor • refugees 
silent, staring, humble, chilled and 
hungry crowd the corroded deck of 
the tramp and stay wherever thev are 
put.

FOR BRITISH WOMEN 


Centers Established for Amusements 


For .Women Who Gather to 


• .Hear War .News. 


(Correspondence'i'of~ The A. P.) 
London,i.Dec. 1.—Realizing, the need 
of 
recreation centers 
for 
women 
whose protectors have, entered the' 
Army, .American and English women 
are making an effort in London to 
provide wholesome- amusements and 
temperance refreshments- for women 
who might otherwise go • to public 
houses to hear war news^and discuss 
the progress of the armies in Europe. 
Lady Henry.' Somerset and a num- 
ber of associates have established a 
temperance nubile house exclusively 
for women arid children, which Is the 
first of. a chain; fiiey; expect; to pperi 
throughout 
London, .to .offset 
the 
temptations • of the ordinary public 
houses during the war. 
* ' 
Disused'beerhouse on Arthur street 
has been' converted into what Is call- 
ed Hie--Women's War Club. Little 
change has been made in the bar, 
excepting, that only temperance drinks 
will be -served. 


In discussing the new movement, 
Lady Henry said: "The club is being 
formed for the wives of soldiers fight- 
ing abroad and the subscription Is to 
be two-pence a month. 
"It wilt be a meeting place where 
these women can talk over the -late 
•war news, read the papers, write 
letters and obtain light refreshments. 
We are providing a graphaphone and 
in addition will arrange for some sort 
of concert almost every evening. 
"Women will be permitted to bring 
their children 
with 
them 
and a 
matron will be provided whose duty 
It will be to assist mothers In looking 
after the little folks In a room 
especially arranged lor their amuse- 
ment" 


Lady Jellicoe, wife of the head of 
the English navy has established a 
temperance hall for women in Ham- 
mersmith Road, a section which has 
afforded many recruits and abounds 
in public houses'. 


Mrs. B. Lathrop, a prominent mem- 
ber of the American Committee, has 
instituted a similar, recreation center 
on Copenhagen street, Islington, in a 
square where there are five public 
houses which have the patronage of 
many women. Mrs. Lathrop will limit 
the service of her club to women and 
children whose living conditions have

entering a 
saloon while in. uniform. 


It is -believed that the order will 
encourage confidence on the part of 
the ship-owners using the canal, and 
possibly have some influence toward 
preventing increase of marine insur- 
ance rates, on vessels passing through 
the canal. 


MARRIAGE'RATE IN 


GREAT BRITAIN HAS 


INCREASED GREATLY.

AT CHRISTMASTIME 


Instructions Displayed In 
Postoffice 


Lobby—Cunningham Seeks 


Public's Co-operation. 


Uncle Sam is expecting a business 


of great proportion at Christmas time 
with the parcel post sysiem. In order 
that the 
Christmas mail may be 
properly and satisfactorily handled it 
is expected that the public will enter 
into co-operation with the post office 
department, and observe the regu- 
lations wiiich the department has had 
printed on cards and distributed for 
display in every post ofBce in the 
"United States. 
The rules most es- 
sential for observance are: 


Address parcels fully and plainful- 
-Place Name and Address of sender 


on all packages. 


Prepay full postage. 
Pack contents carefully and wrap 


securely. 
... Do not seal Parcel Post packages as 


es led parclcs are subject to first 


rclass or letter postage. 
In view of the increased weight 
limit, reduced 
postage and 
other 
features of the system made through- 
out the past year, it is anticipated 
that the amount of mail handled 
throughout the coming holiday sea- 
son will exceed all previous records. 
Postmaster Cunningham is endeavor- 
ing to impress on the public the 
necessity of co-operation with 
the 
post office department in order that 
little trouble %yill be experienced in 
the proper delivery of packages and 
mail throughout the country. 
Parcels may be marked 'Do not 
open until Christmas.' 
Insure valu- 
able parcels, fee five cents for parcels 
valued up to $25, and ten cents for 
parcels valued over $25 to $50. Writ- 
ten 
inscription; such 
as 
'Merry 
Christmas,' 'Hapny New Year,' 'With 
best wishes,' ana numbers, names or 
letter for purpose of description, are 
permissible additions to fourth class 
(parcsl post) mail. Books may bear 
dedicatory inscriptions not of a per- 
sonal nature. Other written additions 
subject 
parcels to letter 
postage. 
Communications prepaid at first-class 
rate may be sent with parcels pre- 
paid at fourth-class rate provided 
they are securely attached to outside 
of parcels.
